vaccine, which m ay be given to 
1121 Saline county school 
children 
this spring if it is licensed for use, 
is being discussed at great length 
by m any people. 
Developed thru 
M arch of Dimes research, the Salk 
vaccine was given to 440,000 school 
children last year in field trials 


I sponsored by the National Founda­ 
tion for Infantile Paralysis. A sci­ 
e n tific report on its effectiveness 
is expected in April. 
If this report shows that the 
vaccine prevents paralytic polio 
and it is licensed by the Federal 
governm ent the Egyyptian Health 
; departm ent will receive a supply 
for all children in the first and sec­ 
ond grades of our public and p a­ 
rochial schools. 
It will be supplied 
without charge for the product by 
the National Foundation to your 
local health departm ent. 
It will 
be apportioned to all com m unities 
in the county. 
If the evaluation 
report does not w arrant licensing. 
the vaccine will not be distributed. 
If it is licensed, it will not be used 
in another test, but will be the 
; first use of a newly-established p re­ 
ventive m easure. 
Plans are being made now so 
that your health departm ent shall 
be ready to vaccinate children as 
soon as possible after the license 
is issued. 
This article has been J 
w ritten to answer questions about 
j the use of the vaccine and to ar-! 
range for assistance in clinics, if I 
the program is carried out. While 
only children 
in certain school 
grades will be offered vaccine in j 
the com munity program , vaccine 
I also will be available to physicians 
through usual channels. 
lf the vaccine is licensed, all I 
: m em bers of the Egyptian H ealth 1 
Dept, will be needed to help in the j

“ Our high school boys receive 
a great thrill from going to Cham­ 
paign,” Kohout said. “The tourna­ 
ment is played in an atmosphere 
of good fellowship, teamwork and 
helps our boys live a clean ath­ 
letic life.” 
Rep. Walter J. 
Reum ( R-Oak 
Park) objected to immediate con­ 
sideration of the resolution, saying 
it should be studied by a commit­ 
tee first. 
But Kohout defeated 
Ileum’s motion on an 89 3 vote and 
then tho resolution was adopted. 
Reum said he had seen Albert 
Willis, executive secretary’ of the 
IHSA, interviewed on a television 
program from the tournament last 
week and explained the reasons 
for discontinuing the “ Sweet 16.” 
Reum said he understood there 
will still be 16 teams in the finals, 
but the first eight games will be
